A GREAT ANTI-WAR 
DEMONSTRATION HELD 
From Military and Economic 
Standpoint Turkey's Position 


Is Hopeless,

London, Feb. 5— The Daily Tele- 
graph publishes a long, uncensored 
despatch from its correspondent, Ellis 
Ashmead, Bartlett, at Constantinople, 
in which he says that ‘the Turkish 
people are in such a estate of mis- 
ery and destitution as a result ot 
the war that they are completely in- 
different as to the fate of Adrian- 
ople. 

“The cabinet is in a quandry,” says 
the correspondent; “it knows that it 
will be compelled to cede Adrianople 
and is only seeking some means to 
save its face. Tt is said that the 
coup d'etat was only intended to 
occur after Kismil Pasha surrendered 
Adrianople, but was precipitated by 
some mistake. Hence the difficulty 
the ministry now is in, 

Not a Cent in Treasury, 

“There is not a cent In the trea- 
sury, and there are no means to get 
money until peace is concluded; and, 
meanwhile, the country is rapidly 
drifting to ruin, 

“A great anti-war Wemonstration 
oecurred Sunday in front of the war 
office, at which the young Turks 
were publicly denounced as murder- 
ers and thieves. ‘Mahmoud Shefket 
Pasha appeared on the balcony and 
tried to inake @ apesch, but was 
greeted with approbious epithets, 

“The misery in the Turkish camps 
is indescribable. It has been Dditleriy 
cold, with a heavy snow, the sold- 
jlers are IN fed and badly sheltered, 
Smallpox, enterfe fever, dysentery and 
pneumonia have replaced Aslatic 
cholera, 

Forces at Tchatalja Reduced, 

“It is understood that the forces at 
Tchatalja have been reduced to 120,- 
000, which is considered ample to 
defend the lines, large reinforce- 
ments have been sent ‘to Gallipoli, 
where there are now 70,000 men. 
There is talk of landing a force in 
the neighborhood of Rodosto, to out- 
flank the Bulgarians, but such a 


“scheme is impracticable. In the 


present state of the Turkish organiza- 
tion, the army would starve the mo- 
ment it attempted to deave the 
coast. > 

“From a military and economic 
standpoint, Turkey's position is help- 
legs.
